Judge Walter B. Douglas the other 
day was heard to ask the question: 
“What has become of Article 2, Section 3, 
of the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
souri?’”’ 

Some of us set about to refresh our 
memories on the text of the aforesaid 
Constitution and found under the ancient 
heading, “Bill of Rights,” the following: 

“Sec, 3. Local Self Government Not 
to Be Impaired.—That Missouri is a 
free and independent State subject 
only to the Constitution of the United 
States; and as the preservation of the 
States and the maintenance of their 
governments are necessary to an in- 
destructible Union, and were intended 
to co-exist with it, the Legislature is 
not authorized to adopt, nor will the 
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people of this State ever assent to any 
amendment or change of*the Constitu- 
tion of the United States which may in 
anywise impair the right of local self- 
government belonging to the people of 
this State.”’ 
Looking further into this discarded bit 
of antiquity, at one time spoken of with 
reverence as “The Constitution of the 


State of Missouri,’’ we found Section 15, 
Article 4, which, among other things, 
contains the following: 

“Every Senator and Representative 
elect, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, shall take and subscribe 
the following oath or affirmation: ‘I do 
solemnly swear, or affirm, that I will 
support the Constitution of the United 


States and of the State of Missouri and 
faithfully perform the duties of my of- 
fice.” * * * Any member of either 
houge refusing to take said oath or 
affirmation shall be deemed to have | 
thereby vacated his ofifce, and any 
member convicted of having violated 
his oath or affirmation shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury and be for€ver there- 
after disqualified from holding any 
office of trust or profit in this State.”

NO COLLEGE TEACHES YOU TO JUDGE MEN. 

Judging men is the most difficult and the most important branch 
of business knowledge. Yet no college teaches it. No textbook has 
been written on it. And men most skilled in it are either unwilling 
or unable to impart their knowledge to others. 

The idea that judgment of men is instinctive is a mistake. No 
child has it. No young man, inexperienced in business or in politics, 
is a successful judge of men. Like all other important factulties. it is 
acquired, and acquired by long practice, and by the closest observa- 
tion. 

Boys, as a rule, judge other boys by their prowess at 
which is one of the worst possible standards. Not that the football 
player may not have a fine mind as well as a fine body, or that his 
punting ability is a handicap. sut his college or schoo) mates ideal- 
ize him because of ‘his skill at the game, without troubling to look 
any further. 

Also the young almost invariably look upon the boasting, brag- 
ging chap as a “blowhard” and a “false alarm'’’—only to lef n, too 
late, that such lads very often back up their words by deeds... Usually 
the braggart doesn’t amount to anything, and is cowardly as well as 
boastful. But it is never safe to assume that this is always the case. 

Capt. John Smith, one of the bravest figures in American history, 
was an intolerable braggart and boaster. 

Sometimes the quiet man who gets credit for profound wisdom 
because he is quiet, deserves his reputation. As a rule he is quiet 
because he can’t think of anything to say. Put down the talkative 
man as an empty-headed bore, and you are frequently pained to dis- 
cove. that you have made a serious mistake. 

Col. Roosevelt was one of the most talkative of Americans. The 
politicians that thought he was foolish because he talked so much 
learned to their sorrow that they and not he had a monopoly of the 
foolishness. e 

In this world we must get along with thousands of people. The 
better we know them, the better we will get along. To know them we 
must study them, one after another, deeply and profoundly. By and 
by will come a judgment of men that will prove immensely valuable. 
But it will not come from college professors or out of books. It will 
come only by careful and thoughtful contact with our fellow beings.
